THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE

SECTION 1. A new Section 
07.1. reading as follows, is hereby 
Ided to the Sierra Madre City 


Section 9207.1. Hillside Devel- 
>pments. Whenever any subdi¬ 
vision or lot split is hereafter 
■©quested, pertaining to proper- 
;y or properties situated north 
>f the northerly line of Grand 
7iew Avenue, and which pro- 
jroposes to create a lot or lota 
possessing raw land slopes in 
jxcess of a ten per cent (10%) 
jut less than a forty per cent 
40%) grade, as measured across 
joints on opposing lot lines, av¬ 
eraging such measurements at 
LO-foot intervals along substan¬ 
tially parallel lines, then the 
following additional regulations 
Bhall apply to such subdivision 
or lot split with respect to the 
lots created and the public im¬ 
provements to be installed; and 
the subdivider or applicant shall 
comply with all of the other 
conditions and regulations of 
this Chapter and in addition 
shall conform and comply to the 
following regulations; and to the 
extent that such following regu¬ 
lations supersede any other re¬ 
quirements in this Chapter, then 
the following regulations shall 
apply and be controlling: 

(a) All lots created in this 
zone shall be capable of sup¬ 
porting a 6,000 sq. ft. level pad. 
For this purpose level pad 
shall be defined as having a 
slope not exceeding 5% which 
drains the pad to the street or 
natural drainage facility. 

(b) The average of the lot 
size created from any parcel 
or combination of parcels 
which are to be developed un¬ 
der one subdivision or lot split 
shall be 15.000 sq. ft. or more. 
Lots over 25.000 sq. ft. shall 
count as 25,000 sq. ft. in cal¬ 
culating the average. Upon a 
finding by the Planning Com¬ 
mission and City Council that 
certain lots may be reduced in 
size in a manner so as to be 
compatible with existing de¬ 
velopment and so as to be not 
detrimental to neighboring 
properties, then up to 25% of 
the lots In any development 
may be less than 15,000 sq. ft. 
but in no case less than 12,000 
sq. ft. 

(c) Lots In land having raw 
slopes In excess of 40% are to 
be individually considered up¬ 
on submission of engineering 
data sufficient to Insure the 
feasibility of the development. 

(d) All lots must be reason¬ 
ably well formed with their 
areas contiguous except where 
entry strips appear desirable. 

(e) Where topography so 
warrants, the Planning Com¬ 
mission and City Council 
without meeting the formal 
variance requirements may: 

1. Waive the 90-foot front¬ 
age requirement. 

2. Adopt a precise plan for 
the development which 
shows less than normal 
front, side and rear yard 
setbacks. 

Where a request for sub¬ 
standard conditions as noted 
In 1 or 2 is to be made, the 
subdivider shall submit a 
full list of such variations at 
the time of filing bf hls 
map. The notice regarding 
the subdivision shall t^ll at¬ 
tention to the fact that a 
request for substandard con¬ 
ditions will be made. 

(f) Safety profusions Items 
1 through 12 inclusive of this 
section shall apply to aU sub¬ 
division items; 4 through 12

6. Properties bordering un¬ 
developed areas shall have 
adequate fire access roads or 
easements as determined by 
the Fire Department and 
U.S. Forest Service. 

7. There shall be adequate 
provision for water supply 
and pressure to protect the 
developed areas. 

8. Roads should have grades 
not exceeding 15% and of 
adequate travel width to 
permit passage of emergency 
equipment except where 
greater grades may be ap¬ 
proved by the Fire Depart¬ 
ment, City Engineer, and the 
Planning Commission. 

9. No dead-end street in 
excess of 500 feet in length 
shall be less than 35 ft. in 
paved width. 

10. Concrete curbs are to 
be provided on all roads 
within the developed areas 
with grades greater than 3% 
to; 

a. Carry expected water 
run-off without overflow. 

b. Retain parked cars in 
accordance with city reg¬ 
ulations. 

11. All developments con¬ 
sisting of five or more lots 
shall have adequate lighting 
as determined by the Public 
Utility and Planning Depart¬ 
ment 

12. No building shall have 
its foundation closer than 
five feet to the bottom of 
any cut or closer than five 
feet to the top of any cut 
or fill slope where such slope 
is 1V 2 to 1 or steeper and 
when such slopes are six feet 
vertical height or greater. 
When any fill slope exceeds 
20 feet in vertical height, 
such setback shall be 10 feet. 

(g) Health. Where sewers 
will not be available, a writ¬ 
ten statement from the Health 
Department shall be submitted 
in conjunction with the Soils 
Engineering report. This re¬ 
port shall include percolation 
information, recommended lo¬ 
cation for waste disposal sys¬ 
tems, and other pertinent data 
as needed to show that the 
soil can adequately handle the 
system. 

(h) Excavation Ordinance 
Control. The provisions of the 
Excavation Ordinance of the 
City of Sierra Madre shall be 
applied to a subdivision or lot 
splits which are controlled by 
this section of the Zoning Or¬ 
dinance, except for the re¬ 
quirements for a special hear¬ 
ing. 

(i) Additional Excavation 
and Fill Controls. 

1. Cut or fill slopes exceed¬ 
ing 40 feet in vertical height 
must be terraced at the ap¬ 
proximate mid-height. Ter¬ 
race is to be a minimum of 

4 feet wide, paved or plant¬ 
ed to the satisfaction of the 
City Engineer, and must car¬ 
ry water to a safe disposal 
area. 

2. Except where slope agree¬ 
ments with adjoining prop¬ 
erties are presented, the fol¬ 
lowing shall apply: 

The top edges of cut slopes 
must be held away from 
property lines a minimum 
distance equal to one-fifth 
of the vertical slope height 
or three feet, whichever is 
greater. The required swale 
or berm may be placed in 
this setback area. The toe of 
all fill slopes shall be kept 
at a minimum distance from 
any existing property line as 
follows: 

Height of Slope Setback 
0 to 5 feet.1 ft. 

5 to 20 feet .2 ft. 

Over 20 feet.4 ft. 

3. Fill made above and 
close to the top edge of an 
existing steep cut or natural 
slope must be kept back 
from the top edge of the 
slope so that there is a mini¬ 
mum of four feet of natural 
ground left exposed. 

(J) Hillside 8treets. 

1. Where streets or roads 
are so constructed that cut 
or fill banks are fully with¬ 
in the right-of-way. such 
cut and fill banks shall be 
constructed so that they do 
all of the following: 

a. Permit the develop¬ 
ment of abutting lots as 
building sites. 

b. Protect the road and 
the abutting property 
against slides and settling, 
all in a manner satisfac¬ 
tory to the City Engineer. 

2. For mountainous areas, 
or areas where there Is re¬ 
stricted right-of-way, the 
right-of-way width for 
through streets and cul de 
sac streets less than 500 feet 
in length may be reduced to 
48 feet, and the paved road¬ 
way width be reduced to 23 
feet. In this case, parking 
shall be prohibited on one 
side of the street. 

3. For steep mountainous 
areas where side slope is in 
excess of one foot vertical 
rise for each four feet of 
horizontal distance (4:1 
slope) the right - of - way 
width for through streets 
and cul de sac streets less 
than 500 feet in length may 
be reduced to 40 feet, the 
paved roadway width may be 
reduced to 28 feet. In this 
case, parking shall also be 
prohibited on one side of the 
street. All streets, as far as 
practicable, shall be required 
to be in alignment with ex¬ 


isting adjacent streets on 
their property projection. 

4. Cul de sac streets shall 
be permitted only when 
through streets are not prac¬ 
tical and adequate. Provi¬ 
sions shall be made at the 
end of such streets for turn¬ 
ing, by dedicating a turn¬ 
around with a curb radius 
of not less than 25 feet. 

(k) Parking Provisions. Level 
off-street parking space for a 
minimum of four cars (includ¬ 
ing any space in a garage or 
car port) shall be provided. 

SECTION 2. PENALTY. Every 
person violating any provisions of 
this Ordinance or of any permit 
granted hereunder is guilty of a 
misdemeanor; and upon convic¬ 
tion thereof shall be punishable 
by a fine not to exceed five hun¬ 
dred dollars, or by imprisonment 
for not to exceed six months or 
by both such fine and imprison¬ 
ment. 

SECTION 3. LEGALITY. If any 
section, sub - section, sentence, 
clause or phrase of this Ordinance 
is for any reason held to be in¬ 
valid, or unconstitutional by the 
decision of any Court of compe¬ 
tent Jurisdiction, such decision 
shall not affect the validity of the 
remaining portions of this Ordi¬ 
nance. Th» City Council hereby 
declares that it would have passed 
this Ordinance and each section, 
sub-section, sentence, clause and 
phrase thereof. Irrespectlev of the 
fact that any one or more of the 
sections, sub-sections, sentences, 
clauses or phrases thereof be de¬ 
clared invalid or unconstitutional. 

SECTION 4. The City Clerk shall 
certify to the passage and adop¬ 
tion of this Ordinance and shall 
cause the same to be published 
once in the Sierra Madre News, a 
newspaper of general circulation, 
printed, published and circulated 
in the City of Sierra Madre.
